This confusion in cuircspondence address may have contributed to non receipt of the 
Notice. However, had the Notice bccti received at Holland & Hart aormal practice would 
have been to docket the dote due and foi-watU ihe action to current cnimsel. On December 9 
1 999 responsibility for the patent application was- transferred to Hogan & Hanson, LLP as 
inriicated in the attached (redacted) copy of a docket lepyrl from prior counsel Holland & 
Hart. The report, dated 5-6 weeks after the mailing date of die Notice, does not reflect receipt 
of Ihe Notice or sny other action due on this case (Page 2, item 5, Cliciil/Maner No. 
3 1057.0048). However, several other of the cases that were filed contemporaneously indicate 
"missing pans due" in dates rantnng from 12/26 to 12/29. This evidences that the yflice 
action was not in fact received by Hollanri & Hart according to their docket records, and was 
not transfcncd to present counsel.
